Sequoia Hospital District Approves 
$600,000 Bond Issue, 8002 To 1172 


The vote count was 8002 for the 
bonds, 1172 -against. 

The ballot in Menlo Park was 
991 for the bonds, 114 against. 

Atherton voted 513 
bonds, 104 against. 

Passage of the $600,000 bond is- 
sue, which supplements an earlier 
issue of $1,500,000 makes possible 
the immediate start of construc- 
tion of the new hospital, which will 
represent an eventual investment 
of $2,466,000. Funds in addition to 
those raised by bonding will come 
from tax money. 

Crews were expected to be at work 
on the site by the end of this week, 
and work will be well under way 
Monday. 

The hospital district directors met 
Wednesday night and signed the 
contract with the San Fwancisco 
building firm of Parker, Steffens 
and Pearce, which submitted the 
low bid several weeks ago. 

The directors will meet next Mon- 
day as a board of canvass to certify 
the election.

Menlo-Atherton 
Realfors Seek 
Rent Decontrol 


The Menlo Park-Atherton Board 
of Realtors this week sought the 
support of all rental property own- 
ers of this area in a drive to obtain 
either rent decontrol or rentals that 


will produce a “fair return on in- 
vestment.” 

The drive took the form of re- 
quests for landlords to authorize 


the realtors’ board to represent them 
in any and all actions that may be 
deemed necessary to obtain decon- 
trol or ‘fair rentals’, at all levels 
ol government concerned with rent 
control. 

David Ingram Jr., board secretary, 
said that forms will be prepared by 
which property owners who are 
landlords can delegate authority to 
the board. He said that the cam- 
paign will be carried on largely “at 
the top,” that is, through the real- 
tors’ national organization in 
Washington, D.C. 

“Our plan is to provide a central 
organization to work in behalf of 
all landlords who are presently 
caught under restrictions which pre- 
vent them from obtaining fair re- 
turns on their investments,” Ingram 


said. “There is no financial obliga- 
tion for this service: all we ask is 
authorization to act in behalf of 
the landlords.” 

Ingram said that authorization 
forms for signature by landlords 


shortly will be available at all realty 
offices in the Menlo Park-Atherton 
board area.

In its new program for civic im- 
provement the city council is work- 
ing toward increasing the safety and 
convenience of the community 
through obtaining underpasses at 
railroad crossings and placing addi- 
tional traffic lights on El Camino 
Real. The safety and convenience 
of our new residents in Belle Hav- 
en and Suburban Park must be con- 
sulted in connection with the con- 
struction of the Bayshore freeWay. 

Underpasses are expensive pro- 
jects, and from the standpoint of 
economics it will be a long time 
before all four of our railréad 
crossings, Ravenswood avenue, 

Oak Grove avenue, Glenwood 
avenue and Encinal avenue are 
so provided. In fact, the first 
underpass undoubtedly will be at 
a point where no crossing now 
exists, the extension of Willow 
road to El Camino Real. The un- 
derpass will be located approxi- 
mately opposite Cambridge where 
the railroad embankment produc- 
es the minimum cost, and where 
the financing appears obtainable. 

There will doubtless be a con- 
siderable difference of opinion as 
to which of our present crossings 
rates highest priority for an under- 
pass. Oak Grove is now protected 
with crossing gates. Ravenswood 
avenue seems the most logical be- 
cause of the new civic and recrea- 
tion center, and the increasing im- 
portance Ringwood avenue will as- 
sume when it is reconstructed by 
the county. Because the topogra- 
phy is flat, this underpass will be 
a very costly project and may take 
some time to finance. Meanwhile, 
we must work toward securing cross- 
ing gates at all our rail intersec- 
tions. 


Traffic is now slowed down very 
much on El Camino Real by signal 
lights all through San Mateo coun- 
ty. Yet El Camino Real runs 
through densely populated area and 
it is not a freeway. Thus more and 
more signals are inevitable, and fast 
traffic must utilize the Bayshore 
freeway. In Menlo Park we are 
now requesting that the state install 
signal lights at Glenwood-Valpar- 
aiso, and Oak Grove, Middle and 
perhaps Cambridge must have traf- 
fic lights soon. 


The City Council is not yet fa- 
miliar with many of the problems in 
the Belle Haven-Suburban Park 
section of the city, and much study 
will be given to them. Whether or 
not relocation of the Bayshore free- 
way is desirable and obtainable is 
a study now being started by the 
council. We have requested plans 
of the proposed freeway to be sub- 
mitted to the council by the state 
highway department. In addition 
to the planned crossing at Willow 
road, it is evident that some pro- 
vision for an underpass or overpass 
on the Bayshore freeway directly 
opposite the new Belle Haven school 
is essential.

“SHORT FORM IS PROVIDED 
FOR LOW-SALARIED TAXPAYERS 


Editor’s Note: This is the sec- 
ond of a series of articles prepared 
by the U. S. bureau of internal 
revenue for aid in filing income 
tax returns, due March 15. We 
suggest you save these articles and 
use them as a guide to making re- 
turns. 


The short-form 1040 is primarily 
for low-salaried taxpayers who have 
income in excess of $100 that is not 
subject to withholding and who do 
not want to itemize nonbusiness de- 
ductions, such as contributions, in- 
terest, and the other kinds of de- 
ductions which the taxpayer may 
list on the long-form 1040. 

Taxpayers making returns on 
either the cash basis or the accrual 
basis may use the short form. Tax- 
payers who report on either a cal- 
endar year or a fiscal year basis 
may also use the short form. 

Taxpayers using the short-form 

1040, as a return, should enter all 

the information required. Show 

the exemptions claimed, the em- 
ployer’s name, the income receiv- 

ed from each employer, the a- 

mount of tax withheld and other 

income. Enter on page 1 all the 

information called for in items 1 

to 5. Then enter the total adjust- 

ed gross income (the sum of items 

2, 3, 4, and 5) on item 6. 

The typical wage or salary earner 
will ordinarily have no business de- 
ductions outside of his employment. 
In that case the total income and 
adjusted gross income will be the 
same. 

Once the adjusted gross income is 
determined, the next problem is to 
ascertain the tax. Turn to the table 
on the back of the form. Locate the 
tax and enter it in item 7. 

A married couple with one de- 
income between 
$3,350 and $3,400 may determine 
their tax by using the table. It 
would be $205. 

This tax figure, $205, represents 
an allowance of $600' for each ex- 
emption, plus an approximate 10% 
discount on the total income, in-

Persons who wish to use the tax 
table should use more than ordinary 
care in selecting the column that 
determines their tax. For example: 
a single person with one dependent 
and a married couple filing jointly 
are both listed under the figure 2, 
although in separate columns. The 
tax is the same for a single person 
with one dependent and a married 
couple filing jointly, until the in- 
comes reach $3,600. Then they 
change. 

A single person with one de- 
pendent and a married person 
with one dependent filing separ- 
ately, would find that when their 
income exceeded $3,600, but was 
less than $3,650, the tax would be 
$344. A married couple filing 
jointly, with an income between 
$3,600 and $3,650, would find their 
tax would be only $342.

Time and money savers are prec- 
ious to every homemaker. Today 
several friends have passed along 
ideas valuable in this respect. 

For a quick luncheon for unex- 
pected guests, Mrs. E. R. Caldwell 
serves beef soup pie. She makes a 
pastry crust (biscuit mix may be 
substituted) and fills it with con- 
densed beef soup, no water added. 
She adds an upper crust, then bakes 
it until hot, and serves it with 
mushroom gravy. Packaged beef 
gravy is another time-saver. 


A quick dessert is the tasty cob- 
bler preferred by Mrs. Myrtle 
Wheeler. She combines 1 cube of 
butter (or 3 tbsp. shortening and 
% tsp. salt), % cup sugar, 2 cups 
of flour, % cup of milk, and 2 tsp. 
baking powder. She places the mix- 
ture in a baking dish and tops it 
with 2 cups of fruit, 1 cup liquid, 
and 1 cup sugar. She bakes it in 
a moderate oven, 350 degrees, for 
45 minutes. It is ready to eat by 
the time the rest of the dinner is 
finished. 


Mrs. Gale Engle has. excellent 
results from a quick cookie récipe. 
She combines one can of condens- 
ed milk with half a cup of peanut 
butter, and adds raisins, dates, or 
nuts. She drops the batter by the 
teaspoon on a cookie sheet and 
bakes about 10 minutes in a hot 
oven. 


A variation of this recipe offers 
a less crisp, more chewy cookie. 
After mixing condensed milk and 
peanut butter, add % tsp. salt and 
1 cup of graham cracker crumbs. 


‘Blend this well, drop by the tea- 


spoon on a greased cookie sheet and 
bake 12 minutes at 375 degrees. 


A timesaver in the kitchen is sug- 
gested by Mrs. David Grant. She 
has a trick of clipping the recipe 
card in use on the wall so that it 
doesn’t get misplaced or specked 
with batter. Mrs. Richard Neal 
has a plastic envelope for her recipe 
cards which keeps them from be- 
coming smudged. 


When children become fascin- 
ated by jigsaw puzzles, it seldom 
fails that they mix all their puz- 
gies together. The Peninsula 
School nursery has a simple trick 
to save time on this problem: 
every piece of puzzle is identified 
on the back. 

Saving money takes more ingen- 
uity than. saving time, but Mrs. 
Hayden Pitman has tackled this 
problem cleverly. She had some 
summer formals that were out of 
date. By cutting off extra length 
from the skirt, she had some pretty 
new length dresses. This trick is 
particularly effective if the formal 
has a jacket—makes a nice bare 
back sun dress in summer and with 
the jacket a pretty street dress. But 
Mrs. Pitman didn’t stop at that. 
She made similar dresses for her 
two-year-old daughter Carolyne 
from the rest of the skirts; so they 
have charming mother and daugh- 
ter outfits. 


Tackling the problem of lengthen- 
ing hems gracefully, Mrs. Paul 
Bethel and Mrs. Frederick Cran- 
ston have a smart solution. On 
woolen dresses they have crocheted 
with contrasting wool an added 
length. On dresses that button 
down the front they have continued 
the crochet to the neckline. Cot- 
ton dresses may be lengthened by 
adding eyelet embroidery or crisp 
lawn.
